K- To amend the provisions with respect to the sdvieory 
Groups or Boards se that (1) the War and wavy Departeuntsa, if 
they wish, mey appoint their Intelligence Chiefe as the Board 
wenbera and (2) the Sxecutive Secretary will be required te sub- 
mit to the proper Advisory Board, fer aoncurrence or comment, 
all recommendations for the intelligence program or for any 
operating plan designed to carry it out.
